A CUnbinet Factory snud u Whisky Refinery
Dentroyed—A Vinegar Hstablishmont alsoe
Wreeked.

Ebortly afier last midnlght a fire broke out in
n  ilec-swory brick  balldliog, situated on
Twenty-fourth setrect, below Wallace, owned
and occupled by H. P, Welss & Co. as a cabinet
factory, ‘U'be flames origiuated in the lower
story, and burned with great rapidity. The
exertlons of the firemen to check the fire proved
fruitless, and the entire strueture was destroyed.

‘Ihe luss on the #lock and bullding is esti-
mated at £15,000, upon which there is an in-
surance in the Fire Association. A Lwo-story
unoccupled brick building on the south was
damaged to the extent of §£600. The dye-house
of Black & Clough, on the north, a three-story
brick building, was damaged slightly in the
upper gtery by water, The loss of this firm is
fully covered by lnsurance. The cause of the
fire is not knowas,

About a guarter before one o'clock this morn-
ing Robert Purdy’s liguor store and refinery,
No, 000 Nerth Broad street, was entirely burned
out. The loss is not known., Mr. Pardy sue-
ceeded in saving nearly all his stock of liguors.

About the same tline n slizght fire occurrad at
Laird's coal-a0ll works, David street, above
tuce. The flames were extinguished by po-
licemen.

THE CAMDEN RIOTERSN.
The Fight nt the Pelisn-How they fent the

Colerea Yolers—A Pulludelphin Palice Livu-

temant on Decl

On Thureday, in the United States Diserict
Court held at Trenton, the Camden election
riot cases were resumeil.

John Dobbing, one of the Government wic-
nesser sald, in speaking of the fight at the New-
ton townghip polle: -1 saw the eolored men
wiipg rushed out of the house where the elee-
non was beld: 1 lobked in through the window
and eaw the white men ns=ing blackjacks and
billies pretty frecly on the heads of the blacks:
beard a pistol fired at the door, and saw n enliared
man fall; heard no pistol fred off ontzide the
house; 1 saw the beating golug on through the
window: the white men were beating the colored
men.

Joshua Bmith, another witness, paid: —

Justice Henry (one of the prisoners) eom-
menced to ghove the men ont of the line: then
the clubbing and beating  began, aad the
colored men were driven ont; a white man
named Kelley took part of the coat-rack; other
white men split up bench boards and broke
them to pleces over the heads of the darkies:
heard pistols fired, but did not see them; bheard
the enap and saw the smoke onee inn while.

Apother witness, Richard Hammell, testitied —
Eaw Bquire Henrygoing around and sending
men up Lo the Rl ps; be went to one after the
other aud gpoke to them, perhaps fificen or
cightecn of them; after they pot thera he said,
“Come om, bove, now's vour chanee,” or words
to that effect; then went in the hoanse, and most
of the men followed him; in o few momenta the
colored men eommeneced thelr rosh out of the
honge: he and 8huts fired in the honse.

Eli B, Morgan, another witness, sald; -] saw
Con«table Banders (one of the prisoners) talking
to Lleutenant Haggerty, of the Philadelphis
police, after the ballot-box bad been smashed;
there was a lnrge crowd of Phllndelphinnsahont.

The case was resumed yesterday morniog
At this pesslon witnesses wore oalled Tor the
defense. llenry C. Foreman deposed as fol-
lowe: —

The colored man who cut at me was ontide of
the doaor; Ldonged the hlow, sand the weapon stroek
the foint, cutting in a guarter of an Inch: whtle 1
stood there another onlored mug shot at me: |
stroek his pistol, and the ball went In among tha
henches : ut the gecond shot 1 threw =14 platol up!

him:” afterwvards was seaten ornelly severa! tlmoes;
while T was being beaton two negroes red o des
